He declined to disclose the 
names of the disk jockeys to the 
Post-Dispatch, but he said they 
would be furnished to any fed- 
eral authorities conducting inves- 
tigations, upon their reqyest. 
Kelley said he was anticipating 
such requests. 

(In Detroit, disk jockey Thom- 
as Clay was fired by radio sta- 
tion WJBK after admitting that 
he received $6000 in: payola for 
playing records. Clay said his 
salary was $8000 a year.) 

Payments Up to $100 Monthly. 

Sydney Nathan, president of 
King Records, has told the Post- 
Dispatch that his company made 
payments ranging from $20 a 
month.to $100 a month to about 
27 disk jockeys in various cities. 

The firm has branch offices 
in all sections of the country. 

He added that one disk jockey 
in St. Louis received payments 
of $100 a month for six or seven 
months. Nathan refused to name 

the disk jockey. 
“At least four other St. Louis 
disk jockey’s approached =

Bids to furnish a mobile 
cross table unit were tabulated 
as follows: United Medical 
Equipment Co., $3682; Greb X- 
Ray Co., $7500, with an alter- 
nate of $3795; Keleket X-ray Co. 
of St. Louis, $3902, and General 
Electric $4070. 
Figures Scratched Out. 

Although the United Medical 
bid, $3682, was low, the tabula- 
tion sheet in Long’s office shows 
that under the General Electric 
$4070 bid the figures $3400, fol- 
lowed by a question mark, ap- 
pear, but were scratched out.

The court majority, in an opin- 
ion written by Justice Douglas, 
said Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents investigating liquor 
thefts stopped without probable 
cause an automobile in which 
Henry was a passenger and dis- 
covered the radios.

The FBI agents had no search 
or arrest warrant, and Douglas 
declared their actions were il- 
legal and unconstitutional. He 
added: 

“It is better, so the Fourth 
Amendment (unreasonable 
search and seizure) teaches, that 
the guilty sometimes go free 
than that citizens be subject to 
easy arrest.” 

Justice Clark wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion in which Chief Jus- 
tice Warren joined. Clark said 
Henry’s suspicious activities dur- 
ing a somewhat prolonged sur- 
veillance by the agents warranted 
stopping the car. 

Henry was tried in United 
States District Court in Chicago 
on Jan. 24, 1958, convicted of 
thefts from an intertsate ship- 
ment and sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment. 

Except for the decision in the 
Henry case, the high court’s 
business on its regular decision 
day was minor. 

It issued a number of orders, 
among them one refusing to con-

It was one of the incidents 
that helped convince Gomulka 
that Communist rule in Poland’ 
was weakening because of lack 
of ‘‘discipline’”’ and that tougher 
men and tougher ways were 
needed inside the Communist 
apparatus as much as outside

Polish Intelligence. 


For the Soviet Union the 
Monat case, coupled with the 
defection of Polish military 
agents in Paris and Tokyo, 
seems to have provided a lever 
to help swing a fervently pro- 
Soviet Pole, Lt. Gen. Kazimierz 
Witaszewski, into high place in 
the Polish ‘intelligence system, 
which the Russians had con- 
trolled ‘until 1956. 

Monat is in his late thirties, 
trained as a Communist intelli- 
gence agent. 

Poles say that Col. Monat had 
access to political as well as 
military intelligence and had 
roles in both fields. After a 
tour of duty as military at- 
tache to Washington, he returned 
to Poland in May 1958. Like 
most high-ranking agents, he 
had a variety of functions and 
an official job, possibly to cam- 
ouflage more important activ- 
ities. 

His official job has been de- 
scribed as chief of military at- 
taches, or as chief liaison officer 
among the Polish military at- 
taches. 

The colonel left Warsaw in 
mid-summer on a vacation trip 
to Yugoslavia. He stopped off in 
Vienna, and disappeared with 
his family. It is reported in 
Warsaw that he turned himself 
over to United States authorities. 
No information is available as to 
what happened after that. 

Closely-Guarded Secret. 

The story of Col. Monat is a 
secret guarded closely by United 
States authorities. One reason is 
that it takes time to question a 
man involved in a case like this 
one, and also to make sure that 
there is no possibility of a fur- 
ther change of heart.

a. | they found evidence that Freutel | 
suffered ‘‘several violent impacts | 
to his head shortly before his | 
death.” | 

They also commented on the | 
| absence of injury to the tissues 
beneath the rope that was found 
‘around Freutel’s neck. Dis- 
colorations found on the neck 
‘“‘could hardly have been caused 
by the rope,” the report stated. | 

The pathologists added that a 
furrow appearing in the skin of 
Freutel’s neck was caused after 
death. 


Full Inquiry Urged. 

On the basis of their examina- | 
tion, they recommended that a. 
full-scale investigation be under- 
taken to determine how Freutel 
died. 

“Since the cause of death can- | 
not be established with certainty 
on the basis of post-mortem ex- 
amination, the critical evidence 
to explain Freutel’s death must 
come from non-medical sources,” 
they said. 

“If this evidence is to be ac- 
quired, immediate and intensive 
efforts should be made for its 
acquisition. Re-evaluation of the 
medical evidence after additional 
facts have been ascertained may 
prove necessary and valuable.”

Their studies showed that the 
slow rate of growth, at a time 
of population increase, meant 
that the per capita output in 
the United States had risen little 
if any in the last five years. 

This ‘was in striking contrast 
to vigorous growth in many 
many other parts of the world.

Extension of Nuclear Test Bar 
On Week-to-Week Basis Likely 


McCone Indicates Eisenhower's 
Course Is to Keep Geneva Talks 
Alive, End Them If Unfruitful.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP). 
PRESIDENT EISENHOWER now seems certain to order an 
extension of the United States bar on nuclear weapons tests— 
but for a few weeks only. Further extensions could follow.

The county is top-heavy with elected of- 
ficials like Mr. Devereaux whose jobs are 
purely administrative; they are not policy 
makers and there is no excuse, aside from 
politics, for electing them. They should be 
appointed by the County Supervisor on the 
basis of merit, and their employes likewise 
should be hired for their abilities, not their 
political connections. Under such a system, 
Mr. Devereaux could be fired for a failure 
like the present one, but as an elected official 
Mr. Devereaux has no worries for another 


years. 

By election day in November 1962 every- 
ody will have forgotten this year’s failures. 
The few voters with long memories will have 
a hard time finding Mr. Devereaux’s name or 
the name of his opponent on the excessively 
long ballot necessary to list all of the county’s 
elective officials. The chances are that neither — 
Mr. Devereaux nor any of his employes is 
likely to be affected in the slightest by the 
tax-bill fiasco. How long will it be before 
county voters wrest their government from 
the politicians and put it on a business-like

THE OLD CLICHE, “It’s the 
little things that count,” has spe- 
cial significance when it comes 
to planning a holiday feast. Tru- 
ly, it is the little things, the

year. 

These need not be expensive. 
What more fitting Thanksgiving 
centerpiece than an arrangement 
of winter squash, eggplant, 


shi

If you prefer, the centerpiece 
might be colorful fruits of the 
season with nuts in the shell 
adding their brown-~to-beige 
tones.

(See 
story on suggested sauces and 
relishes.) Chilled fruit contrasts 
nicely with the hot meat, and 
the flavors are most compatible.

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After Win 
Over K.U.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 23 — 

Dark and handsome Dan Devine, 
a soft-spoken sentimental Irish- 
man, took to the banquet trail 
today and his football team went 
back to the books before trying 
to give Missouri University its 
first bowl victory ‘in six post- 
season tries. 

Devine, before leaving town 
for the rubber-chicken and re- 
cruiting circuit, repeated praise 
for the 1959 Tigers, who clinched 
second place in the Big Eight 
and the conferehce’s Orange 
Bowl berth by beating slightly- 
favored Kansas Saturday at 
Lawrence, 13-9. 

“Maybe I’m too sensitive for a 
football coach,”’ said the 34-year- 
old Devine, who led Mizzou to a 
6-4 season, its best since 1953, 
“but I just don’t believe anyone 
except our coaching staff—and 
I mean press, student body and 
alumni—appreciated the season- 
long performance of this team. 

“We tried to win ‘em all, but 
the kids never played a single 
flat game. No, not at Colorado. 
And the way they came back 
from that loss at Boulder—with- 
out any encouragement other 
than what a coaching staff can 
give them—must mean as much 
to them as it does to me. I’m 
proud of ‘em now, but then I 


, was proud of ’em when others 


weren't.” 
Georgia Scouted Tigers. 

Devine’s brown eyes moistened 
and he puffed his cheeks, smiled 
and said: 

“If you think I’m stuck on this 
team, you've got the general 
idea. It’s not a great team, but 
it’s a real good one and I be- 
lieve it’ll prove that again at 
Miami. It will, certainly, if 100 
per cent effort again is the de- 
termining factor.” 

Missouri’s Opponent in the 
Orange Bowl game New Year’s 
day is expected to be the Univer- 
sity of Miami, if the Hurricane 
defeats Florida Saturday at Jack- 
sonville. Otherwise, the opponent

Old Days at Hyde Park 


HYDE PARK, Nov. 23. 

WE DROVE UP to Hyde Park late Friday afternoon, and 
at dinner our guests were Mr. and Mrs. Robert Atkinson and 
two men concerned with getting the statements*of’ people 
on historical monuments which perhaps will be of interest in 
the future. We discussed going around the Hyde Park house 
next day and recording what I usually tell visitors whom I 
take about personally. 
- At 9 on Saturday morning I started on the recording trip, 
covering us much as possible from the first to the third 
floors. Shortly they are going to open some nature trails 
here, and the little ice house and stable will also be open 
to visitors. I therefore added a short recording on my. hus- 
band’s love of trees and his constant interest in planting them, 
as well as some comments about the stable. 


I find that showing young people the ice house is 
a very interesting way of making them aware of the 
changes that have come about in our way of life. 
Such a thing as an ice house, of course, does not 
exist today, but up to the time of my mother-in-law's 
death we had no electric refrigerator in the house. 
My moiher-inmlaw and my husband always worried 
that in a mild winter the ice would not be thick enough 
“™ te cut and store, I told Mr. Atkinson that I thought 
we ought to simulate ice, with straw laid between the 
cakes, so that young people might get an idea of how 
ice was kept in a period which, after all, is not so 
long past. It was always brought to the big house 
daily and put in from the outside around the so-called 
cold rooms, which had doors also into the kitchen. 
One cold room was for meats and vegetables, the 
other for milk, cream, butter and eggs. 


I also show the young people my mother-in-law’s store 
closet, where she kept supplies of preserved fruits and 
vegetables, jams, jellies and pickles for winter use. But she 
was not quite as old-fashioned a housekeeper as my grand- 
mother Hall. When I was a little girl, she would take me 
into her store room at Tivoli every morning. There I would 
hold one bowl while she measured all the flour that would 
be needed that day, and then, in another bowl, all the sugar 
that would be required. This was brought in barrels which 
Stood side by side in the store room, Tea and coffee were 
also measured out, but that custom had passed by the time 
I became familiar with my mother-in-law’s housekeeping. 
Even now I sometimes feel a little guilty when I do so li 
housekeeping. 5 the

The results of the Army Ex- 
plorer rockets confirmed the two 
radiation belts which some sci- 
entists had predicted. Instru- 
mentation in the rockets not only 
discovered there were two belts 
of radiation beyond the earth, 
but determined their extent. 


so high that no one can sur- 
vive in this area for more 
than hours. 


The second radiation belt be- 
gins at about 8000 miles, peaks 
and is almost gone at about 40,- 
000 miles. This radiation is 
“soft.” Dr. S, Fred Singer, of 
the University of Maryland and 
an authority on cosmic rays, be- 
lieves it is made up of elec- 
trons pouring in from the sun. 
While the intensity of the radia- 
tion is much higher here than 
in the inner belt, the energy of 
the particles is much less. With- 
out shielding this is still an un- 
healthy region in which to live. 

Scientists are learning more 
about these radiation belts, and 
while it is presumed they fluctu- 
ate in intensity depending upon 
the sun’s activity, only recently 
have we become conscious of 
the potential hazard due to the 
tremendous increases in par- 
ticles coming from the ‘sun,

Scientists know that during 
solar “flares” a flood of radia- 
tion sweeps in toward the earth. 
The flares are local ‘hot" spots 
on the sun which increases in 
brightness and temperature. 

Five times ia the past 17 years 
there have been increases in cos- 
mic ray intensity as a result of 
solar flares. Some 10 to 30 min- 
utes after a flare the cosmic 
tay level in some cases increases 
20-fold. These must eventually 
affect the radiation belts and in- 
crease the intensity of the radi- 
ation there. In the flare of 1956 
a radiation intensity of five to 
10 roentgens was produced at an 
altitude of only 50,000 feet. 


‘ Because the radiation belts are 
shaped like doughnuts around the 


‘equator of the earth, it is con- 


ceivable that the launching and 
return paths may be near. the 
North and South Poles where one 
can travel without traversing 
the radiation belts. In this 
fashion, the space traveler may 
avoid the radiation belts, but he 
remains at the mercy of the 
penetrating cosmic rays. The

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Honoring Saturn

THE ROMANS had a god who 
gave his name to a planet and 
to a day in our week. Saturn, 
the planet with rings, carries his 
name, and Saturday came from 
“Saturn’s Day.” 

A large temple was built in 
honor of Saturn at one end of 
the Forum in Rome. Here the 
people gathered to pray to the 
god. 


A CURIOUS CUSTOM arose in 
Rome. Strips of wool cloth were 
tied around the ankles of the 
statue of Saturn. The custom is 
believed to have arisen from a 
fear that the god might other- 
wise walk away and leave the 
city! 

Farmers were as fond of Sat- 
urn as the residents of Rome. 
They believed that he was a 
guardian of their crops. In par- 
ticular, he was supposed to bless 


the grain that went into the

A feast in honor of Sat- 
urn was held in the midst of 
the grain-sowing period.
